What is still more 
marvelou.s, he recovered and i.s toilay 
doing a man’s work and commiuids ¡^100 
a year more than an ablebodied police­ 
man travt ling a beat 
Mny 4, 
was a blootly night in 
Chicago history 
Gne hundred and s( v- 
enty stalwart men marched from the 
Desiilaines Street station. They had been 
corralled there for several days antici­ 
pating a crisis, ami at 10:30 o’ckick the 
order to “ fall in line” w'a.s given 
The 
country thrilled w'itli the liorrcir that 
fullowed 
The effort.s to disjXTSc the 
luob and the throwing of a bomb that 
burst Ix-tween Lieutenants Stanton and 
Bow'Ier’.s companie.s left over 00 of!ie< rs 
lying in a heap on Haymarket sijuare, j 
One man died within an luair, anrl two 
others wa re hoiHiessly crippled by hav­ 
ing their legs blown off 
Oth< r men 
were cruelly maimed. 14 of whom are 
now dead 
But of all the men WTiitney Rtofsl the 
smallest possible chance of life. 
His, 
breast was horribly mutilated, ami bits 
of exiiloded lioiub were imbedded peril- j 
ou.sly near the vital organs. 
He wa.s, 
taken to the ho.spital, ami after the neces- 
sai*y probing the w’ound wolm sewed up. 
.Tu.-;t before taking the stitches Hr J. 
B. Muqihy imjuired: 
“ My brave boy, do you want to see 
what no man ever saw before? ” 
“ Yes. 
What is it? ” asked the officer 
feebly 
“ Your own heart. ’’ 
He handed his patient a mirror, and 
Whitney saw the greatest miracle ever ^ 
given to human eyi g. 
He now affinns | 
that the heart is not a movalile organ, 
for it neither leaps ii]) into the throat j 
nor des<!ends into the boot.« . 
In fact, it; 
does not indulge in any of tlie aiTi.hancj 
fi'ats gi'iierally a.serilied to it by imagi-1 
native writers. But he frankly aoknowl 
-1 
edges that he is incapable of ( xprevsing i 
his si iisation as he watched the oscilla­ 
tion of his heart. 
Within a month he wa.s able to return

home and w’as siijijioseii to 1m‘ ()ii the! 
road to n covi vy. Ij.ater he suff’« red a re- 
la)).se, and, after weeks of unpur.illeled 
suffering.

surgieul proeeilurein this country it was 
the third time it has ever boen under­ 
taken, the f inm r cases having proved

A earel'ul examination indicated 
that a ])ieee of tlu* bomb t-a^iiig pene­ 
trated the breastbone, passing 
about 
midway between the seeeiid and third 
ribs, and was l(K*ated about oiie-eighth 
of an iueli from the pericadlium.

The instruiueut used was a 
trephine suitable fur making a hole 
iivi'-eighths of an inch in diametiT.

Staplf*, Barntaplf*. 
In Anglo-Saxon the word “ stapol,’’ 
“ stapel” or “ stapul” denoted a post or 
pillar of wood or .stone. 
In local names 
it has various sigiiiffeation.s. Such fiosts 
or pillars were often erected to mark 
places where marki-ts were lield, or 
where mercliandi.se could he exposed for 
sale. 
Such probably were Hunstaple, 
in Bedfordshire, a market on tlie chalk 
downs, 
and 
Barnstaple, 
in 
Devon. 
Sometimes the stajiel wa.s a post mark­ 
ing the jilace of the hundred moots. 
We have hundreds called Barnstaple 
and TJiurstalile in Es.sex, and one called 
Staple in Sussex. There are seven places 
culled Stapleton, but as none of them is 
a 
market town they were probably 
merely farmsteads marked by a post, 
one of them, called Staplednn in Homes- ■ 
day, being a hill with a post. So of the 
nine Stajilcfords none is a marked tow n, : 
and they were probably fords marked 
or protected by piles or posts. 
Stul-j 
bridge, Horsc't, called Staplohridgo in 
Hornesday, was ¡irobubly u trestle bridge. ; 
WhitestuLle in Kent must havo taken 
its name from u white pillar, erected 
either for a market or as a guide to 
ships entering the harbor, or to which 
boats could he moored. 
Staplehurst 
must have been a wood niarkefi by a : 
post, or, like SbK'kwith, a wood where 
stumps or posts were left standing.—

The whole interior and 
iiiuscles of mouth, throat, stomach and 
abdomen are, for the moment, converted 
into an organ ot terrific sound, and the 
Bound dct s iR’ike the earth tremble—or 
appear to 
so.

iiig do'A 1!, V l;en ho puts his head up, 
like a dog baiking, the lion “ emits his 
first moan in any iiositiou, then draws 
in his neck and lowers his head with 
extended jiaws, right down to his fore 
paws, as if about to be violently sick;

while at the same time the back is arch-1 
ed, and the whole animal bears an ap­ 
pearance of concentrated strain.’’ 
This is Captain Millais’ phonetic ren­ 
dering of the sound, taken when listen­ 
ing to three lions roaring their best:
